WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
in August, 1973, referred a proposed zoning map amendment to the City

By this letter, we are objecting to that rejection an 
procedure followed on the grounds that it was illegal. In vio¬ 
lation of all concepts of due process, and the result of mis¬ 
conduct* Therefore, we request, on behalf of petitioners, that 
immediate action be taken to nullify and set aside your vote of 
Tuesday, February 26, and to reconsider the above-captioned 
Bill according to the proper and lawful procedure*

This Bill came before the Council pursuant to a "Do Pass" 
recommendation from the Plan Commission on November 26, 1973. 
Several hearings were scheduled either by the Council or the 
Regulations Committee of the Council in regard to this Bill 
and each time both petitioners and their counsel were present 
and prepared to present any material requested. It might be 
added that attendance at these called meetings was at some in¬ 
convenience to the petitioners and their counsel, including the 
necessity of cancellation of vacations and arranging for special 
charter flights in order to attend and be present. 

At the last meeting of the Regulations Committee on Febru¬ 
ary 12, 1974, the Committee, pursuant to proper motion and vote, 
agreed to postpone any decision on this Bill until such time as 
the petitioners submitted a proposed total development plan 
which was of some concern to several of the Council Members. 
Petitioners started preparation of those plans and were in the 
process of preparing same at the time of the February 26th meet¬ 
ing. 


It is our understanding at the February 26th meeting the 
Bill was called up for vote by the Committee of the whole by 
the Councilman who has at all times been in complete opposition 
to this Bill. It is our further understanding that this was done, 
contrary to the rules, without any recommendation by either the 
Regulations Committee or the Committee of the whole. 

In addition, counsel for the remonstrators personally came 
to the office of one of the petitioners three hours before the 
hearing for the purpose of confirming that no vote would be taken 
and that there was no point in either the petitioners or the re¬ 
monstrators being present© Relying on this, petitioners or their 
counsel did not .appear© Counsel for remonstrators, however, did 
show up and was present at the hearing and presented some sort 
of legal document on zoning law for the consideration of fhe 
Council, a document that the petitioners and their counsel had 
not seen and to which they had no opportunity to respond. To

our knowledge the Council made no request for additional legal 
briefs or argument. 

Furthermore, it is our understanding that Mr c Bloom, in 
some capacity, and pursuant to some request, submitted a legal 
opinion concerning this Bill which was presented to the Council 
on February 26th. without a copy thereof being seen by petitioners 
or their counsel. Regardless of its content or by whom requested 
such action presents a clear conflict of interest in view of the 
fact that Mr s Bloom is a law partner of one of the attorneys 
representing the remonstrators. 

The above circumstances and the coincidence of events we 
find shocking and inexcusable. If a vote is to be taken and 
this Bill is rejected, such is certainly within the discretion 
of the Council. However, if such is to be the case, petitioners 
should at least expect the decision to be legal and that proce¬ 
dures, due process, and general concepts of fair play be followed 

For the above reasons, we reiterate our request that the 
action of the Council on the above Bill at the hearing of Febru¬ 
ary 26, 1974, be nullified and that the Bill be reconsidered 
pursuant to legal and proper procedures.
